EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to teach nor 
render obvious each and every limitation of the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art does not 
show details about analyzing a stream of data by creating data bins with exponentially increasing sizes 
and indexing the bins using a set of keys determined from a function of a logarithm of data determining a 
set of exponentially increasing intervals to define the data bins and determining the set of keys by 
defining a resolution factor as a number of data bins desired per power of the chosen logarithm base, and 
using the resolution factor to determine the set of exponentially increasing intervals. Additionally the prior 
art does not disclose computing a bin key associated with the data value and defining an array index 
having an array of index values wherein each array index value is associated with a data bin and 
determining the data bin associated with the data value using the array index and bin key or defining the 
array structure as a tree array structure.
